than is the 'meat which comes from government inspectd packing houses, regardless of 
where they may be located. 


Meat is such a highly perishable product that it cannot he stored away and held for^ 


prices that are satisfactory to the owner. Regardless of its cost it must be sold, and competitive 
conditions — not the actual cost — make the price levels. 


'• An effort has been made to convince consumers that beef killed on farms in the vicinity' 


of Appleton can be sold cheaper than packing house beef because of alleged savings in freight, 
commissions and packer's profit, Permit me to point out for your readers the fallacy 
that is involved.

When livestock is killed on the farm a substantial part of its value is" lost for the reason 


that the farm-slaughterer cannot get full value out of the various by-products. 
The farm- 


slaughterer of course saves the hide, but a country hide win not bring as much on the market as 
will a packer hide for the reason that the country hide is not taken off as well as is the packer 
hide. Practically all of the by-products other than the hide is lost when cattle are killed on tne 
farm, whereas, when cattle are sent to the great packing centers practically 20% of their value lies 
in the by-products. Most people know that the intestines are used for sausage casings, that 
the bones are used to make knife handles, buttons and many other things and thafe the hair is used 
in upholstery, but few realize that there are many other valuable by-products. The various 
glands are the sources of very valuable medicines; ffeatsfoot OH is extracted from the hoofs; 
gallstones, when they are found, are sold in the Orient at fancy figures; the faie.hairs from the 
inside of the ears are used in the manufacture of very fine artists brushes; scraps of all kinds_ 
go into glue or fertilizer and it is almost literally true that everything is turned to account in some 
way or another. The revenue from the by-products is sufficient to esplain why it-is possible

Packer's profits have been demonstrated to be less than a cent a pound and the seUng commission 
charges are not more than that while freight from St. Paul or Chicago to Appleton is an ^consequential 
figure when applied to a pound of beef. 


There is another factor in this matter that is of even greater importance to the meat consumer 


in Aupleton. At the nation's great packing plants corps of veterinaries in the employ of the 
United States Government examine all live animals and all meat carcasses to make sure that they 
are wholesome and entirely suitable for food purposes. Ho such inspection takes place on the 
farm, and while it is inconceivable that any farm-slaughterer in the vicinity of 
would knowingly slaughter a diseased steer for food purposes still there is always a 
that a slaughterer who is not a veterinarian might fail to recognise the evidences of 
accordingly send in meat to be consumed which would be condemned if it were at a large 
meat packing plant.

RAILROAD COMMISSION MEM- 


BERS 


In the appointment of Theodore 


Rronshage and David Lilienthal to 
the Railroad Commission it ought to 
be clear enough to anyone that the 
governor, like 
General Sheridan at 


Winchesters, turning rout into victory 
with his famous "Boys, we're going 
back" has, by selecting well qualified 
men for these important positions, 
started the return to the most impor- 
tant principle in making appointments, 
that the fitness of the appointee must 
always be the primary consideration. 


If, as is likely, public utility rates 


are to occupy a major position in our 
state politics, the people would like to 
definitely know two things, 
first, 


wherein are the rates improper and sec- 
ond, why are they permitted to re- 
main so. The Railroad Commission 
is the only body that can truthfully 
and intelligently answer these ques- 
tions. If it answers the first question 
to the effect that rates are improper 
the people have a right to know pre- 
cisely why nothing is or can be done 
about it. But such a commission, com- 
posed of experienced and talented men 
clothed with far reaching power and 
having determined that inequalities or 
injustices exist, is not likely to lie 
prone or quiescent when confronted by 
the necessity of formulating .plans for 
the protection- of the public interest. 


The great extension of public utility 


lines in the last generation, the many 
consolidations' and amalgamations with 
operating companies, managing com- 
panies and controlling companies, have» 
we are told, tended greatly to confu- 
sion instead of clarity in the matter of 
rate schedules. 
But, is the problem 


really as difficult as that faced by the 
first Railroad Commission of some 
twenty-seven years ago in blazing its 
pioneering trail through the then whol- 
ly uncharted wilderness of rate regu- 
lation? And was not that early com- 
mission successful in mastering its 
problems because ability and not mere 
politics determined its personnel? John 
Barnes, afterward justice of the Su- 
preme court, Balthazar Meyer, after- 
ward national authority on rate regu- 
lation, and Halford Ericksen, able and 
energetic, had no great difficulty in 
handling its work satisfactorily to the 
public. That is why the governor's 
appointments are praiseworthy.

Parents are beset on tlie one hand 


>y the tin doctors—school nurse, ov- 
ir-officious teachers, social service 
.gents—who decide from the child's 
dull look, listlessness or mouth 
breathing that the child's adenoids 
should be removed; and on the oth- 
er hand by the plausible appeals of 
apostles of "natural healing meth- 
ods who denounce as a previous er- 
ror the removal of diseased tonsils 
jut seldom wax oratorical about the 
removali of diseased teeth, although 
even we orthodocs know that diet, 
sunshine and other" "drugless" mea- 
sures will prevent and 
sometimes 


leal cavities ana infection of the 
eeth. I reckon the layman is not 
so easy to jolly along with a bad 
;ooth in his jowl. 


It was one of the many disillu- 


sionments of actual practice, for me, 
to find that the familiar old tezt- 
jook picture "of the "adenoid lacies" 
was so misleading- Most kids who 
really had large adenoids failed to 
:ook the part; and after the first 
few years of mistakes"! learned to 
regard any such 
expression with 


suspicion, for" as a rule the patient 
md no adenoids when it came to 
the actual examination. _ Still I 
gather from the letters, of readers 
:hat some of the tin doctors are still 
sentencing- youngsters to the opera- 
ting room on the face of it. In some 
jadly governed towns the 
school 


board or even the health board spon- 
sors and actually employs 
nurses 


-who are encouraged to examine the 
throats of the poor children (on the 
principle that the poor 
have no) 


pride and to advise such treatment 
as the little tin doctor deems neces- 
sary. I warn parents to beware of 
this racket and especially to beware 
of the wholesale clinics -where chil- 
dren are rounded up for tonsils and 
adenoid operations largely on the 
sayso of tin-doctors. If your own 
'aniily doctor advises the removal 
of tonsils or adenoids, by all means 
follow his advice—or change doc- 
:ors. But when any school or shop 
or- factory or insurance firm's nurse 
attempts to perpetrate tin doctoring 
the wise parent will decline to have 
any. I speak only the truth and no 
honest or well informed physician, 
will deny it, when I say that thou- 
sands of children have been subject- 
ed to such adenoid and tonsil opera- 
tions for no good reason at all, but 
just because some tin. doctor has 
thought it'necessary. Indeed I have 
seen the wholesale operators in such 
clinics turn from one operation to 
the liext, the luckless victim being 
wheeled in already under anesthe- 
sia, and the operator learning from 
the nurse who herded the youngsters 
in, that the nest is "another ton- 
sil and adenoid, Doctor." A sad state 
of medical affairs, but that's the way 
the clinic game and the tin doctor 
business works. 


In childhood the tonsils and ad- 


enoid tiody are normally large. To 
ths amateur the tonsils of a heal- 
thy 
youngster look "enlarged."

The negroes, 
also organized, are grouped in what 
are known, as civic societies. 


They are nothing more than 


neighborhood 
patherings, banded 


primarily for the benefit of a small 
area, but they nevertheless are ef- 
fective.

Not "Funny"

men 


appointed by the president to govern 
Washington—is authority for this 
statement. 
"I used to think these little citi- 


zen's associations were funny. I won- 
dered if they thought they -were 
really doing anything. , . .

So that if there must be a new is- 
sue of about $700,000,000 and the 
government must sell an additional

fund, the market must provide close 
to $1,500,000,000- for this purpose 
alone.

And even now no 
one seriously doubts the market's 
ability to digest this amount with 
some readjustment of prices.

Short Term Debt 


Public works will take 5600,000,-

Happy Life

We are all concerned about 
the 


.ealth of the children, and rightly 
o. Health is tho essential clement In 
v'ing a successful, and therefore, a 
appy life. All possible care, all pro- 
ision necessary, all effort, are due 
>ie children in this matter of health. 
One point many of us overlook. 


Jnless the mothers of the children 


safeguarded and protected and 


elped so that their health is as 
early perfect as may be, it Is diffl- 
ult for tho children -to acquire that 
ealth which is their birthright. The 


mother's health comes first and the 


ealth of the household is added un- 
0 it. A sick mother, an overworked, 
ervous, weary mother cannot estab- 
sh health in her household. Rather 
e contrary. 
The demands made upon a mother 
re so great that no human endur- 
nee could hold'out unless stimulat- 
d by the spirit of devotion and sel- 
ishness of motherhood. 
But even 


hat has its physical basis and unless 
is mother can have rest and spir- 
tual stimulation she breaks- under 


e strain. 
No worker -will work the hours 
hat a mother works as a matter^ of 
ourse. For her there is no time' lim- 
t, no -water-tight compartments of 
our work and mine. All work with- 
n the household is hers; nursing, 
ooking, sewing, disciplining, train- 
ng, cleaning, marketing, making so- 
ial'ends meet. All and more come 
n the one day's stint. Unless some 
elief is afforded the mother, health 
flies out of .the window—for 
the 


lousehold. 


Some of the situations are in the 


mother's hands. By programing the 
.ay so as to allow a period-of rest, 
he can help herself to some degree. 
She can train, the children, at least 
ome of them, to carry their share of 
he work and responsibility. By be- 
:oming an administrator as well as 


worker, she can save some of her 


energy. But always she must have a 
period of relief daily and an annual, 
f possible, semi-annual vacation. 


There are some" mothers who pride 


hsmselves upon their 
selflessness. 


'I never leave. ,my children to any- 
one. Never since they were born have 
1 left them for a longer time than it 
akes to do the marketing, and that 
I usually do by telephone." That is 
not good sense. The children need to 
earn how to get along- by themselves 
.o. adjust themselves to others, and 
o lean less and less on their" moth- 
ers for help. Mothering children over- 
much makes for weakness of body 
and'mind. There is no health in it. 
The better way is to mix administra- 
tion with mothering.

Allow a chiid to help itself as 


soon as it shows any willingness to 
do so, which is usually in infancy. It 
akes time to help a child to help it- 
self in' the beginning, but that time 
s repaid with interest later on when 
the. child is sturdily self-helpful.; Al- 
ow a child to carry responsibility for 
certain household matter; as soon as 
he or she is able to shoulder it. Work 
responsibility, a share In the' house- 
lold life stimulates intelligence and 
'osters love for home. Health is in 
activity. 


Fathers- need to loolt Into the 


household routine to make sure that 
all that is possible to do is being done 
to aid the mother. Grandmothers and 
aunts can help by relieving the 
mother- once a week. Older children 
can help by doing their share of the 
work and shouldering -responslbility 
for themselves, a little. The -family 
ought to conserve the family -by 
guarding the health of the mother.

A total of 
4S1.21S.OOO fish, including' carp, els- 
co, lake trout, piko perch, whitcflsli, 
yellow perch and suckers, was plant- 
ed by thcso hatcheries last year. 


The 2S state hatcheries on 
the 


lakes planted 1,068.110,924 fis-h of 
the species mentioned above plus 
muskcllunge in 1930. The latest 
available statistics from tho 11 fish- 
eries of Ontario and Canada on the 
lakes are for 1329, and show a total 
of 4S5.721.300 trout, whitefish, pick- 
oral and cisco planted that year.
